WASHINGTON (AP) — There 


were signs that President Ken- 
r-edy may break his silence today 
on a U.S.-Soviet wheat deal which 
is rumored1 in some quarters to 
'be almost signed, scaled and de- 
livered. 


One straw in the wind was that 


White House abruptly changed 
time of today's presidential 


news conference to C p.m. EOT, 
two hours later than it had been 
scheduled. 


The time change strengthened 


speculation and reports that the 
President was preparing to an- 
nounce his decision on the pro- 
posed sale of American wheat to 
the Soviet Union and other Com- 
munist-bloc nations. 


But Pierre Salinger, Kennedy's 


press secretary, said he had "no 
information about an announce- 
ment" and that I he time for the 
news conference had been de- 
layed because "it's more con- 
venient for the President's sched- 
ule." 


If Kennedy was about to make 


a decision on a U.S.-Soviet wheat 
deal, though, a source said he was 
keeping it close to himself. 


Reports were coming in from 


other administration sources that 
Kennedy would disclose, probably 
today, that the United States was 
on the verge of selling more than 
$300 million worth of wheat to the 
Soviet Union and three East Euro- 
pean satellites. 


The Soviet Union was reported 


to have expressed interest through 
diplomatic channels in buying $250 


^million 
worth, 
with 
Hungary1,. 


Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria bid- 
ding for $60 million more.

About Killing 
of Mercy 


WASHINGTON <AP) — Inform- 


er Joseph Valachi testified today 
the gangland murder of Willy 
Moretti was "a mercy killing" or- 
dered by the men who ruled the 
crime brotherhood,, Cosa Kostra. 


He said John Robilotto—Johnny 


Roberts—was one of the men who 
killed Moretti in a New Jersey 
restaurant in 1951. 


"It's supposed to be a mercy 


killing because! he was sick." Val- 
adii told the Senate 
Investiga- 


tions subcommittee, 


He said Moretti ruled a gang

Asia Shaken 
by Its Own 
Conflicts

Asia is severely shaken today by 
its own conflicts and by radical 
changes in the cold war picture. 
These changes are a potent yeast 
in the ferment which is engulfing 
the whole vast, over-peopled, and 
impatient continent. 


"This is a most critical mo- 


ment for Asia," said one highly 
placed informant. "You might say 
this whole area now is up for 
grabs." 


It seems probable that a long 


hard struggle is ahead to prevent 
the whole continet from falling 
one day under Communist dom- 
ination. 


The most significant develop- 


ment for Asia in the past decade 
has been the violent quarrel be- 
tween the Communist parties of 
the Soviet Union and Red China. 


Yet there are also clear indica- 


tions that the Chinese-Soviet split 
is being overstressed to an ex- 
tent that can lead to dangerous 
consequences. 


To Indians, the split seems to 


have become a question as simple 
as black and white: The Chinese 
have become all bad—therefore 
those who seem to oppose the Red 
Chinese must be Che reverse. This 
includes the Soviet party and its 
followers. 


Even in Southeast Asia circles 


closely connected with the United 
States and the West one can de- 
tect a superabundance of optim- 
hm. This seems based on the no- 
tion that the Red Chinese have lost 
the implicit support of the Rus- 
sians, should Peking 
think in 


terms of embarking on reckless 
adventures. But Peking alwavs 
has had the long view of domina- 
tion in Asia by siow stages, de- 
spite its defiance of nuclear "pa- 
per tigers." 


The more cautious element in 


Southeast Asia makes allowance 
fcr the possibility of events—a 
showdown crisis in which Mos- 
cow may have to stand up and be 
counted, or a change of leadership 
either in Peking 
or Moscow— 


which could cause the Russians 
and Chinese to close ranks. 


Although the world's attention 


was diverted by the Cuban mis- 
sile crisis last October, Red Chi- 
na's attack at ihat tinie on In- 
dia's frontiers was an event of 
enormous cold war significance. 


India turned in virtual panic to 


the United States for military 
help. It got aid, under the U.S.- 
British Nassau agreement, but 
this tended to damage Nehru's 
standing as the Asian leader of 
ncnalignment. 


The Indians are getting arms, 


ammunition and technical assist- 


American 
Explorers 
Are Safe 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico (AP)—A 


group 
of 
American explorers, 


none of whom had been heard 
from in more than a week, ar- 
rived here today greatly surprised 
that a search had been launched 
for them. 


The explorers, including two 


young women, were 
discovered 


Monday at the primitive village 
of Creel, located about 7,600 feet 
above sea level in the mountains 
of northwest Mexico. 


Ten men and the two women 


arrived by train at 3 a.m. (EST) 
today. Two other members of the 
party, with vacation time still on 
their hands, went to the Pacific 
coast resort of Las Mochis. 


The party was greeted at the 


station by James D. Dean, 31, of 
Salt Lake Citjf Utah. Dean was a 
member of the expedition when it 
started a propbs'ed 120-mile float 
trip Sept. 25 down the Rio Urique. 
The river flows through the Bar- 
ranca de Cobre gorge, an area 
described as more rugged and 
dangerous than the Grand Canyon 
in Arizona. 


The party covered only eight 


miles in four days because of low 
water and boulders in the river. 


Running low on food, Dean and 


Larry Davis, 26, of Price, Utah, 
left on foot to pick up supplies at 
a mining camp. It took them an- 
other four days to cover 15 miles. 
They finally met some indians 
who took them to the camp. 
Dean, however, was hospitalized ; 
at Chihuj»iua suffering from ex- 
haustion, dehydration, bruises and 
abrasions. 


Davis returned to the main par- 


ty accompanied 
by a Mexican 


guide and two Indians. Nothing 
was heard from the group until 
Sunday when a search plane spot- 
ted their boats beach in the can- 
yon.
